WHAT TO CURTALL 

The Labor Government was returned ‘in 
West Australia, on a platform calling for 
“shorter working hours to offset unemployment 
caused by the mechanization of industry.” 

That idea is getting more popular, in every 
continent, and almost every country; though a 
pretty good argument can be made that it is 
the working lifetime, rather than the working 
day, that should be shortened. 

The underlying idea is the same. 
production that needs to be curtailed, but the 
amount of labor each indivdual is required to 
put into production. 


PLENTY OF THE KIND 

If there is any satisfaction in that, some news 
writer who has looked up the records says this 
is the “longest and most severe cold wave of 
the present century’—thus far, of course. 

Off-hand, a good many people will doubt 
the statement. The winter of 1906-7 has not 
faded from memory yet, when cattle were 
Strung along the wire fences in southern 
Alberta, dead from hunger and exhaustion. Nor 
the winter of 1919-20, which froze up the “flu” 
germs, when furnaces were lit in October and 
kept going until May. 

Stil, without arguing about details, those 
who claim they like a “good, old-fashioned” 
winter are surely getting it. One may notice, 
though, it isn’t the Old Timers who are break- 
ing into applause and calling for more, Young 
bloods may like this sort of thing, or like to 
say they do, but the older folks have seen all 
of it they require and will be satisfied if the 
rest of the century leaves the record unbroken. 


ON THE RIGHT TRACK 

Hon. C. C. Ross evidently intends to imple- 
ment the promise made in the Speech from the 
Throne that attention would be given to the 
development of natural resources, hitherto 
neglected or discouraged. 

A company has leased the oil and gas rights 
on 23,000 acres of land in the Flatbush district, 
and another on a 12,000 acre tract north of 
Calgary. 

Development work must start within three 
months or the leases can be terminated. 

That is a refreshing change from talk about 
curtailing production and forcing people back 
into the age of scarcity so they could get pros- 
perous scrambling for the scant supplies. 

More production, not less, is what this and 
every other country needs; along with the 
rationalizing of money and money policy so as 
to put the ample supplies of wealth within 
reach of everyone with enough industry to do 
his share of the necessary work. 


CAPITALIZE RELIEF COSTS 

Successive city councils have tried to make 
good the theory that Edmonton could pay direct 
relief costs as it went along—and have failed. 

A regularly recurring deficit at the end of 
each year, despite frantic efforts of taxpayers 
to meet their bills and keep their property, is 
the proof that the theory has been impossible, 
and its pretended enforcement nothing more 
than a delusion, 

Relief for the present year will cost the city 


$564,964. That is the net cost to the city as set 
down ‘n the estimates, after making allowance 
for from the Provincial and Dominion 
Governments. 

Edmonton did not, and could not, pay its 
relief costs out of revenue last year. It had to 
borrow $700,000 to square matters with the 
sinking fund board at the end of the year, It 


cannot pay the larger relief costs out of revenue 
this year, and there is no profit in pretending it 
can 

The way to cut the tax’ rate 
relief costs in their entirety 


is to capitalize 
Other cities are 


doing that, cities larger than Edmonton in 
population, many times more wealthy, with 
smaller debt per head, and lower tax rates. 


And Edmonton will have to do it too—indirectly 
at the end of the year, if not directly now. 


THLE PROMISE CONFIRMED 

The legislators may not make this session 
memorable for brevity, after The first

‘With a bust of the famous sea-writer as figure- 
head, the Joseph Conrad plies her way across 
the oceans captained by Villiers, officered by 
three mates, manned by twelve paid sailors and 
carrying twelve cadets.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, Tuesday, in 1795, 
an inter-provincial agreement 
was signed at Montreal whereby 
the Province of Upper Canada 
consented to be taxed by Lower 
Canada. The latter had com- 
plained that it was entitled to a 
share of the customs revenues 
levied at Quebec upon goods im- 
ported for the upper province. 
Each province had three members 
on the commission which reached 
the agreement. They decided that 
Lower Canada should pay Upper 
Canada £333 4s 2d for duties 
levied on wines imported in 1793 
and 1794; that the upper province 
would not impose any duties 
upon goods imported by way of 
Quebec, leaving the collection of 
such duties to Lower Canada; 
and that Upper Canada _ should 
receive one-cighth of all the cus- 
toms revenue at Quebec. 

The Upper Canada commis- 
sioners in their report to Gover- 
nor Simeoe said that if each 
province had stood upon its re- 
spective rights they could have 
established customs houses as 
against Lower Canada but it was 
felt that such a thing “would not 
hold good between dependencies 
of the same Empire, especially 
under the peculiar circumstances 
and relations of the two prov- 
inces. A proposal to have border 
stations against the importation

aid smuggling (there were boot- 
leggers even in those days!). 

One passage of the Upper Can- 
ada report is amusing: “It ap- 
peared to us that the same num- 
ber of inhabitants of Lower Can- 
ada consumec a far more con- 
siderable quantity of spirits, per- 
haps double of whrt would be 
used by an equal number in this 
province. Instead of tea so gen- 
erally in use among us, a glass of 
rum and a crust of bread is the 
usual breakfast of the French 
Canadian. The r'sor of their 
climate is alleged as the cause of 
their having frequent recourse to 
it at other times of the day, and 
their numerous holidays lead to 
such habits of idleness and -dis- 
sipation as are very favorable to 
the consumption of rum.” (How 
the French Canadians liked this 
reflection on their habits is not 
stated; but as there were no 
newspapers possibly the habitants 
never knew of this criticism of 
their customs). 

As a final defence to their con- 
senting to Upper Canada being 
taxed by the lower province the 
commissioners said: “In thus re- 
signing to them for a time the 
right to impose and levy dutigs 
for us, as well as for themselves, 
we had the best of all securities 
that this confidence would not 
be abused, namely, that they 
could do nothing to injure us that

Editor Bulletin: On the night 
of the 9th inst., Premier Aberhart 


from his pulpit in Edmonton, 
stated it was so much better for 
the people to stay at home and 


listen to him preach, over the 
radio, than to attend church, as it 
was too cold for the people to 
attend church. 

But when he proposes in his 
new school act to enlarge the 


rural school districts, he does not 
consider the long distance the 
little children will have to go to 


school through the cold, over 
drifted and almost impassable 
roads, 


He does not consider the sac- 
rifice the parents of the children 
will have to make to get them 
to and from school; or the cold 
the children and the parents will 
have to suffer, in order for the 
children to secure an education. 

When he takes the taxing 
powers out of the hands of the 
rural school boards there will not 
be the same incentive to collect 
taxes. 

If he is going to hire the chil- 
dren hauled to the proposed 
larger or consolidated school dist- 
rict, the farmer will find his taxes 
almost doubled, and the farmer 
is a lucky man these days if he 
can pay his taxes at their present 
rate. 

At the present size of the rural 
school districts, where the chil- 
dren have from two to three 
miles, it is quite a job to get them 
to school. 

As for the present salaries of 
rural school teachers, they are 
faring much better than the far- 
mer, that is the principal reason 
the profession is overcrowded at 
present. They can make more 
money than at anything else for 
what time they have to put into 
their training. 

The Alberta rural school teach- 
ers are faring much better in the 
way of salaries, than the teachers 
of either Saskatchewan or Mani- 
toba, 

As for the back salaries that 
are not paid, it is @ very definite 
sign that the trustees have been 
paying higher salaries than the 
taxpayer could afford to pay.

I personally do not think it harm- 
ful to submit an oily skin to one 
cream cleansing a day, provided) 
that the correct sort of a cream is 
used. A heavy cream should not 
be applied to an oily skin, as it is 
likely to aggravate the oily con- 
dition. But a thin, liquefying 
cleansing cream may be employed 
if it is thoroughly removed after- 
ward. Dirt and grime very easily 
sink deep into the pores of the oily 
skin, and a thorough cleansing 
method is necessary. It is a good 
‘plan. when cleansing the oily skin 
at night, to apply a pure, lique- 
fying cream first. This will soften 
the skin, open the pores, and loosen 
the embedded dirt and grime. Then 
remove the cream and scrub the 
skin well with tepid water and a 
pure, bland soap. Finish with the 
application of a good astringent, 
to close the pores and to remove | 
any least remaining vestige of the | 
grease.

Measures Now Stand 
Ready for Discussion in 
Committee of Whole 


Considerable legislation was 
advanced through second read- 
ing in the legislature on Monday 
when members concentrated on 
this phase of their activities for 
@ brief period. No fewer than 10 
bills were pushed forward a notch 
and now stand ready for discus- 
tion in committee of the whole 
assembly. 

Several other bills are awaiting | 
second reading, including one to 
amend the Timber Areas Tax Act. 
This provides that distresses for the | 
collection of taxes imposed by the | 
Act may be made by arly person | 
authorized by the Minister in writ- 
ing for that purpose. As the Act) 
now is, the only person empowered 
1o make such a levy is the sheriff. 


CHANGE BRAND ACT 

An amendment to the Brand Act 
provides that in cases where a pers. 
son is charged with using an un-| 
recorded brand or with putting his 
own brand on stock which he 
does not own without the author- 
ity of the owner, the fact that stock 
is found in the possession of the 
accused upon which there is a 
brand, shall be prima facie evidence 
that the same was placed on the} 
stock by or with the authority or | 
assistance of the accused, 

Another act given second read- 
ing was that to amend the local tax 
arrears consolidation act and pro- 
vides for annual reports by a col- 
lecting district to the secretary 
treasurer of a municipality as to 
school taxes against parcels as to 
which there is a tax consolidation 
agreement. 

Provision also is made for exten- 
sion of tax consolidation agree- 
ments in certain cases at the dis- 
cretion of the municipality. 


ALTER DATE 

Another amendment is altering 
the date on which the treasurer is 
required to notify the registrar of 
land titles of a default from March 
31 to June 30. 

The amending bill to the Im- 
provement District act permits) 
mailing without registration of as- 
sessment slips as to corrections of 
the assessment roll. In addition the | 
triennial assessment is altered to) 
1937, 

The amending bill to the Town 
and Village act enables council to 
dispose of land acquired under any 
tax recovery statute. There is also 
a clear definition of ihe persons 
whose names are to be placed on 
the voiers’ lists, | 


MINIMUM TAX 
Imposition of a minimum tax for 


€ducational purposes is also men- | 


tioned. Provision also is made for 
amendment of the business tax to 
xelieve hardship or discrimination, 

An amending bill to the Assess- 
ment Commission act provides for 
advance by one year of dates in 
respect of equalized assessment. The 
minister is empowered to nullify 
a part or parts of a municipal as- 
sessment additionally to the present | 
power to nullify the whole assess- | 
ment 

A bill amending the Exemptions 
Act adds executions for the pay- 
ment of maintenance for any child 
of the debtor to the executions in 
respect of which exemptions pro- 
vided by the Act are not allowable. 

Another bill given second read- 
ing was that to amend the Solem- 
nization of Marriage Act. This en- 
ables a judge of the Supreme Court 
to give consent to the marriage of 
minors, a consent which the Act 
hitherto demanded must be given 
by the parent or guardian. But as 
it was found many young people 
had neither parent nor guardian, | 
this amendment was found neces- 
sary.

U.F.A. Choices Supplant- 
ed in the Latest 
Set-Up 


A new commission has been ap-| 
pointed by the provincial govern- 
ment to administer the Wheat Board 
Moneys Trust Act, it was learned 
on Tuesday. The former board has 
been retired and a new board ap- 
pointed. The new administrators 
are Hon, W. N. Chant, minister of 
agriculture, who acts as chairman; 
Dean E., A. Howes of the University 
of Alberta, and Richard Ballhorn of 
Wetaskiwin. 

The former board consisted of F. 
S. Grisdale, former minister of ag- 
riculture; J. F. Percival, deputy 
provincial treasurer, and E. Rafn, of 
Bon Accord, and a prominent U. F. 
A. supporter, 

The board was instituted when 
the old Canada Wheat Board was 
abolished. At that time there was 
on hand a considerable amount of 
surpJus funds, and on a pro rata 
distribution being made, Alberta 
was allotted $125,000. 

In late years the board made 
grants from the fund for various 
agricultural matters, such as young 
farm people's gatherings, co-opera- 
tive institutes and delegates attend. | 
ing conventions. 

There are investments in the 
fund totalling $75,000 included in 
which are $33,578 in bonds and $13,- 
000 in savings certificates. There 
are $29,750 in Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation district bonds,

department, it was announced on 
| Tuesday. 
| It.was pointed out that merchants 
| operating stores on the Saskatche- 
| wan side of the town re-installed 
machines after the Saskatchewan 
appeal court ruled the slot and pin- 
ball machine act, as drafted by that 
province, ultra vires. 

However, the Alberta supreme 
court has sustained the act pated 
| in this province, The two acts dif- 
fer to some extent, In the Allagprta 
|Act it is illegal to operate’ the 
machines under penalty of imme- 
diate confiscation. 

It is pointed out that extraordin- 
ary circumstances prevail at Lloyd- 
minster and merchants on the Al-

New Settlement 
Poard To Consist 
Of Eight Members 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—The person- 
nel of the new Empire Settlement 
Board will consist of eight mem- 
bers 

Three of these will be official— 
Douglas Hacking, under-secretary 
for the Dominions, the assistant 
under-secretary for the Dominions 
and a representative of the treas- 
ury. Five unofficial members in- 
clude representatives of industry 
and one woman. 

One of the first duties of the 
board is to consider whether the 
Empire Settlement Act due to ex- 
pire in May, ,1937, shall be con- 
tinued and if so on what conditions. 


The Empire Settlhment Act of 
1922 made provision for stimula- 
tion of emigration to the Domin- 
ions and other parts of the empire. 
with the United Kingdom under- 
taking to provide part of the neces- 
sary funds. 

It was amended in 1933 by an act 
which empowered the government 
to exceed the maxirium contribu- 
tion allowed under the 1922 act— 
£1,500,000 annually—and which also 
prov.ded for placing people on the 
land in the United Kingdom. This 
was regarded as a move designed to 
fit persons eventually for farming 
in the Dominions.

‘will Probably Start in 
London Next 
Winter 


MONTREAL, Feb. 18 — Two 
groups of sportsmen, one in London 
and the other “spanning the Jength 


land breadth of this continent by 


long distance telephone,” are for- 
mulating plans for introduction of 
organized professional hockey in 
the old world—perhaps by next 
season, The Gazette stated yester- 
day in a despatch from its New 
York correspondent. 

“The machinery for the bigfest 
expansion of professional hockey 
since the game was introduced into 
the United States was set in motion 
late this afternoon by Leo Dandur- 
and, the Montreal sports promoter 
and former owner of Canadiens al- 
most as soon as he stepped off the 
liner Europa after a 10-day visit 
to London and Paris,” the dispatch 
added. 

“London will be the first city in 
the old world to have a professional 
league. The plan is to organize six 
clubs in the London district, all 
games to be played in a single am- 
phitheatre to be built especially for 
hockey,” the correspondent stated 
after an interview with Dandurand. 

Sportsmen of Paris, Cardiff, 
Liverpool and Manchester were 
anxious to enter the league but 
Dandurand felt a modest beginning 
in London was the wisest move 
until Europe was thoroughly edu- 
cated to the sport. 

Present rosters of the National 
hockey league would not be raided, 
Dandurand was quoted as saying. 
A working agreement with that or- 
ganization would probably be 
sought,
